The gang halted the train, over­ 
cam e the engineer and fireman, 
uncoupled the engine and first 
two cars, and moved them a mile 
down the tracks. Then they quick­ 
ly swept up 120 mail sacks and 
made 
their 
getaway 
in 
three 
army-style trucks and a passen­ 
ger car. 


So swiftly and smoothly did the 
gang work that about 75 post of­ 
fice employes, all but four in the 
rear cars, were unaware of the 
robbery until it was over. 


The incident took place near 
t h i s Buckinghamshire town 40 
miles north of London about 3:15 
a m. <10:15 p.m. EDT Wednes­ 
day* in a fashion as spectacular 
as any of the great train robber­ 
ies pulled off in the days of the 
desperadoes 
of 
the 
American 
West. 


Obviously well-planned, the rob­ 
bery went off with split - second 
precision. It was the first attack 
on an all-mail train, or traveling 
post office, in the 125 years of 
the r history in Britain. 
First, the robbers jumped the 
signalman on that section of the 
line and set the block signals at 
"danger,” 
bringing 
the 
mail 
train to a halt three miles from 
Leighton Buzzard. 
When the fireman, David Whit­ 
by, 26, climbed down from the 
cab of the diesel engine to in­ 
vestigate. he was attacked and 
overcome by two of the bandits. 
The engineer, Jack Mills, 35, 
then was seized.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman

Curtin t o d a y expressed 
confidence 
that 
Trenton-

ment legislation will be ap­ 
proved by Congress. 


The Bucks - Lehigh representa­ 
tive cast an optimistic eye follow­ 
ing yesterday s two-hour hearing 
here before a Congressional sub­ 
committee. 


At the conclusion of the hear­ 
ing, Chairman Oren Harris, D- 
Ark., said tnat records will be 
kept open for IO days. He based 
his decision on two reasons: 


1. He said he wanted to give 
anyone the time to offer opposi­ 
tion or additional testimony on 
the proposed legislation; 


2. He wanted to send out re­ 
ports of the proceedings to all 
interested agencies, such as the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 


"This concludes the hearing de­ 
clared at 3:35 p.m .” 
he 
said, 
"but I will keep the records open 
for IO days.” 


Testimony was heard 
during 
the session from top officials from 
Bucks County and New Jersey, 
including Congressmen Curtin of 
Morrisville, and Frank Thompson 
Jr., New Jersey. They are co­ 
sponsoring two separate, but simi­ 
lar bills on ports in the House of 
Representatives. 


‘Broader’ Powers 


The 
legislation, 
if 
approved, 
would grant the bi-state Delaware 
River Joint Toll Bridge Commis­ 
sion, Morrisville, "broader” pow­ 
ers in regard to developing ports 
along the Delaware River. 


Curtin, the first to testify, read 
a telegram from Gov. William 
Scranton which offered his sup 
port of the legislation and en 
couraged its passage. 


H arris, who repeatedly asked 
each person testifying if he knew 
of any opposition to the legisla­ 
tion, heard constant replies of 
"No.” 


The two bills, H. R. 6199 (Cur­ 
tin) and H. R. 5347 (Thompson) 
were aired before a House sub­ 
com m ittee on interstate and for­ 
eign com m erce at the new house 
office building here. 


Curtin told this reporter after­ 
wards that he felt certain the 
legislation would pass. He said 
the next step after the 10-day 
waiting period will be for the 
bills to be put before the full 
House committee.

The Chief Executive paid an 
early morning call on Patrick 
Bouvier Kennedy, who was born 
yesterday, at the Children’s Hos­ 
pital Medical Center in Boston.
